I found nothing in the OJP financial guide that would lead me to believe that fee for service housing would be a 
problem. It might even be better - as we don't have to make the housing provider a subrecipient, if they are j ust 
providing "goods and services" 

"Subawards, also known as subcontracts or subgrants, refer to the award of financial assistance in the form of 
money (or property in lieu of money), made by you under your award to an eligible subrecipient or by a 
subrecipient to a lower-tier subrecipient. 

•■Subawards are used when the intent is to have anotlier organization help carry out a portion of the scope of 
work described in your award application. 

■■It does not matter what the legal agreement between your organization and the subrecipient is called 
(subaward, subcontract, subgrant, purchase order). A subaward is designed to help you carry out tlie program 
for which you were awarded funding.
